would slap limits on consumer installment and housing credit 
and would channel essential materials into war industries. 


But the features dealing with rationing and price-wage 


controls are something else. They belong in the realm of 
what the psychologists call "escape literature." They t.'-ke 
us away from reality rather than plunge us into it. 


First of all. these particular powers are handed to the 


president on a standbv basis only until next June 30. Kx- 
cet>t in dire emergency, it doesn't seem likely he'd go to the 
trouble of setting tip a new OPA even on a restricted scale, 
when it might be swept away in less than a year. 


The new legislation authorizes the president to try first 


for voluntarv control agreements from labor and industry. 
If he can't get the agreements or they don't do the job. then 
he can impose "selective" controls on particular industries. 


Some lawmakers objected to this, declaring that only 


over-all controls will work. But in the limited emergency en- 
forced by the Korean war. general ceilings may not be need- 
ed. Whv insist on extra work and expense for nothing? 


The "selective"' idea is all right in principle. The trouble 


is. that as written into this legislation it contains a patent 
deception. The president is compelled to put a lid on wages 
in any field where he considers price ceilings necessary. Or 
at least, so it seems at first glance. 


But a clause in the bill states specifically that the presi- 


dent shall ban pay raises "which he deems would require an 
Increase in the price ceiling or impose hardships or inequities 
on sellers operating under the price ceiling." 


What does this mean? Simply that whenever Truman 


feels that a wage boost would not compel a rise in the price 
ceiling, he can approve the pay hike. The discretion is his — 
not industry's or labor's. Thus the apnarently iron-clad in- 
sistence that wage and price controls go together is an il- 
lusion. 


Maybe that insistence is utterly impractical. 
What 


worker would be happy watching wages go up in uncontrolled 
fields while his pay is frozen? But if it is practical, why try 
to fool people? Why not concede that the president must 
have discretion in such matters. 


Another bad feature. Any ceiling limits on farm 
com- 


modities could not be set lower than parity prices for those 
products. This reflects the customary- pressure from farm 
groups which congress, in war and out. seems unable to re- 
sist. 


Yet why should congress rise above politics when the 


president himself fails to? It ill behooves him to complain 
about the expiration date or sny other aspect of the price- 
wage controls in this legislation, because he didn't ask for 
these powers at all. 


Before the Korean war,«»rith the nation relatively rnofe 


at peace and the economy under less strain, Truman re- 
peatedly over a span of three years asked for standby 
pow- 


ers. 
Perhaps because he was sure he \\ ouldn't get them but 


•would merely reap political benefit from proposing them. 
Now that a genuine emergency is here, he hasn't sought 
them. For this is 1950 — election time. 


Since the control powers probably won't be used, is any- 


body the loser? Only the American people, who once more 
have been treated to a show of shoddy politics when states- 
manship should be the order of the day.
